Without 
inquiring for

That Public Library. 
Id last weeks issue of the Chief- 
Exponent the editor tcok occasion 
to mention the need of a public 
library for Comanche. 
The writer desires to emphasize 
this need and to make a few ob- j 
nervations thereon 
In several medium size towns in 
the country,wrest efforts have been 
exerted and Carnegie 
libraries 


h a v e been secured at enormous 
sacrifices on the part of enthusi j 
astic and public spirited citizens, 
who were zealous for the reputa- 1 
tions of their town and interestei 
in tne welfare of their citizens, i 
but when these libraries were 
secured the conditions of the gift, 
were such to become a real bur­ 
den on the comparative number 
of those really interested, that 
they came soon to realize that 
they 
had an elephant on their 
hands. 
I suppose no one in Co­ 
manche is contemplating so large 
an undertaking as a Carnegie 
library, but when we centeroplate 
a library which we so much need, 
and must have, the question of a 
plan in a small place becomes one 
of importance. 
Observation of 
the efforts of other small towns to 
establish libraries impress us that 
if we would have the kind of 
library that would do credit to 
our town it will require the unit 
ed efforts of every Interest in the 
town. 
It has been my fortune to 
live in a community where two or 
three 
organizations each were 
ambitious to boast of 
a good 
library to their credit and the re 
suit was that three or four small 
ibraries 
poorly 
equipped and 
supported was the result, instead 
of one good one, which might 
have been. 
It is not the purpose 
of this 
article to present any well defined 
plan, but simply to set our thoughts 
in motion along the right line 
Our schools are poorly equipped 
with library facilities which they 
must have if we would keep up 
with the educational procession 
and since the school interest as 
well a9 the library ^interest is the I 
I interest of all and are so closelv * 
linked 
togeth* r 
it occurs to us 
that any plan which would fed to j 
combine all efforts in the building 
of a library calculated to serve 
both 
a school and a general j
